This  notification  will 
be  publicly  available  to  all  interested  parties  and  will  provide  the  name  of  the  party  awarded  the  contract  or  order 
and  the  price  of  the  line  items.  Item  or  service  descriptions  may  be  provided  in  the  transaction  set  in  order  to 
assist  in  identifying  subcontract  opportunities.
